' The’ floating dock built at Wall- 
send for the Welllnyton’ Harbour 
Board left the’ Tyne on its 13,500 
miles tow to New Zealand: on Tiily |, 
15. The dock’ has been built by 
Messrs. Swan Hunter, ‘and Wigham 
Richardaon, Ltd., of Wallsend, who |’ 
have built-more’ floating docks than 
any other firm in the world, 

The dock for Wellington is of the |’ 
box, sélf-docking type, 
‘with a lifting capacity of 17,000 
tons, It has an overall length of 
§84ft,.and a width of 1714ft.. The 
height of: the walls above the bot- 
tom of the dock are 49ft. Launched 
in’three portions on three different 
days last May and June, the dock 
was-then assembled at the Wallsend 
‘Shipyard, and it- will be towed’ in 
one piece to Wellington.
